t The Town of Remington is now 100 years 
ia old. On June 22 through the 25th we cele- 


The village and Creek, which encircles the 
‘area where it took root, are both named for an 
yid hunter. who came each season in the early 
(830’s, to this area, and who froze to death 
during an extremely cold winter, 1840. His name 
was Carpenter. He was buried on a high bluff 
vlong the south side of the Creek about one 
nile northwest of Remington, and the grove 
and the creek were both named Carpenter. The 
sxact location of his burial place, and the 
marker, have long been lost. 


In 1836 John Jordan came _ to Carpenter 
| Grove, taking a land claim there. 


Mail was delivered on horseback, following 
jan Indiana trail and Carpenter Creek, to the 
\farm home of G. G. Thompson, about one mile 
|northwest of the hunter’s burial place. (Mrs. 
)}Gertrude Cummons and son Harold reside on 
this location at present.) 


The land where Carpenter Station stood 
was owned by Jesse H. Fordyce, who promised 
the railroad every other plat of twenty platts to 
complete the switch at Remington so shipping 
‘could be made. 


On January 1. 1860 the Logansport, Peoria & 
‘Burlington Railway run the first train through 
ithe Station, and the settlement was given the 
name of Carpenter Station. A depot was built 
west of Ohio street. 


On July 27, 1860 the town was platted. There 
‘were few inhabitants and only about ten houses. 
iGeorge B. Clark built the first store. 


In 1861 the name of the town was changed 
to Remington for William Remington, the 
second store owner, a friend of Mr. Fordyce. In 
1869 the town was incorporated under the name 
of Remington. 


David V. Garrison owned the first harness 
shop in 1862. The first physician, Dr. Albert 
Irwin, came in 1862. 


The first child born in the new community 
was Nancy R. Shew, daughter of Jacob and 
‘Sarah (Harris) Shew. Jacob Shew came to 
‘Remington from Baltimore. He was a farmer 
‘and school teacher. He also sawed wood for the 
railroad with a horse-treading saw mill. Ta 
‘pay his taxes he plowed wagon trails to make a 
‘dirt road. 


The Shews had fifteen children. The oldest, 
|Mollie, married George Schaul; Josephine be- 
came Mrs. Collins Griffth; Sally, Mrs. Abe Whal; 
‘Frances, Mrs Perry Griffith; Nora, Mrs. M. O. 
Stokes; and Harriet, Mrs Savola Richcreek. The 
‘boys married Remington girls, Charles and 
'George married the Flint sisters; Corabell and

Effigene; Thomas married Elizabeth Dawson; 
George, who is 94, lives with his daughter Alma 
and husband, Rev Bernard Mott, at Ocean Park, 
Washington. Ralph Stokes is the only erandchild 
of the Jacob Shew’s to live in Remington, while 
Howard May and Evelyn May Lambert are 
great-grandchildren, of those early settlers. 


The first hotel keeper was Thomas White, 
who built the Nevada House, 1864. 


In 1870 Dr. Hannibal Landon came to Rem- 
ington, Dr. Pothusjie in 1893, and in 1904 Dr. A. 
P. Rainer came after graduation from Rush 
Medical College. He remained here until his 
death in 1941. Dr. Emil Besser came in 1899, a 
native of lowa, and remained until his death. He 
was taken to Iowa for burial. Dr. G. W. Turley, 
a veteranarian, came in 1910. His wife was the 
former Alma Bowman. They were the parents 
of three sons, James, Joseph, and David His 
death occurred in 1933. 


In the early days several business buildings 
were destroyed on the south side of the railroad 
by a fire In early 1900’s a large elevator west of 
Ohio street was destroyed by fire. A hose cart 
was the only fire fighting equipment. 


In 1907 the Parker Bank failed bringing 
shock, heartache and financial disaster to the 
community. 


In 1908 The State Bank of Remington was 
organized. In 1913 a devastating toronado tore 
its way across the town, destroying the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Newbold, and damaging 
many business houses. Mr. Wm. Townsend was 
seriously injured when he fell through the roof 
of what is now the Masonic building. In 1916 a 
new Carnegie library was dedicated. The Farm- 
ers National Bank was instituted in 1919, and 
in 1939 a new theatre was built, The Rem. 


The new, large garage of James H. Gilbert 
and son, H. W. Gilbert, was destroyed by fire 
July 16, 1935. In 1947 the Short Way Bus 
Lines, Inc., opened a Western Division office in 
Remington, operating busses to Chicago, Ft 
Wayne, Muncie and Chenoa, Illinois. In July, 
1956 the armory on S. Ohio street, and in 
October the Von Tobel Lumber yard were 
destroyed by fire in about three months time. 


The lumber yard was rebuilt at once, and a 
new armory was built during the year. In 1927 a 
new high school was erected in town, a township 
school. 


At present the community of Remington 
has a population of approximately 1500, with 
many successful industries, many new houses, 
and nine churches to serve the area. 


It is utterly impossible to cover all of the 
important events, people and businesses in this 
short write-up, but Remington is a town of 
people who are at heart a very friendly people.

| then, Jordan Township, were Samuel Sparling 


and wife, father, mother and brother, Samuel 
Benson, wife and child, John Franklin, wife 
and two children, who all came together in two 
wagons from Allegany County, New York. They 
were influenced to move here by Augustus 
Bingham, brother-in-law of Sparling, who had 
settled in Newton County in 1835. Sparling 
settled near the Iroquois at the “cut off,’ to 
which point the river was navigable at that time. 
Franklin settled four or five miles further down 
the river. Mr. Jordan settled on the South side 
of Carpenter Creek at a spot near the Indian 
Trail crossing of the Creek. 

Because of marshes and impassable rivers 
this region was left almost isolated by the early 
settlers. 

In 1888 Mr. Jordan sold some of his land to 
a Glass Company when it was discovered the 
sand was valuable for polishing glass. 

In 1893 the land was sold to Robert Parker 
who set aside thirty acres to create a park,

Mr. Jordan and his wife, Mollie, resided in 
the home they built along Carpenter Creek, one 
mile north of town, for many years, finally 
building a large residence on the northwest 
corner of the Range Line Road and the road to 
Goodland toward the West. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jordan were childless, and be- 
cause of this they took Mary Alice Shearer into 
their home, and kept her a great deal of the 
time, giving her the name of Mollie after Mrs. 
Jordan. 

When petitions for graveling the road from 
Rensselaer to Remington were circulated Mr. 
Jordan used his influence to bring the road one- 
half mile West to pass his farm, but the road 
was built along the shortest route, which passed 
aiong the East side of his beautiful home later 
built in town. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jordan became believers in 
Spiritualism and many seances were held in 
their home through the years. 

Following the death of his wife he lived 
alone in the large home until his death. 

Later the property became owned by John 
Hardebeck who resided there several years. Later 
the house was occupied by Mr. Hardebeck’s son, 
Jesse and wife, who sold the property to Sunoco 
Oil Company in 1955. The House was razed and 
a modern Sunoco Service Station built upon 
the site, which is now managed by Jesse 
Hardebeck. 


The May Family 


George M. May, whose forebears came to 
America and settled in Pennsylvania before the 
Revolutionary War, migrated from Greenbrier 
County, Virginia to Indiana in 1846 with his wife 
Mary (Yeager) May and seven children Phoebe 
Elizabeth, Mary Jane and Susan Ann (twins), 
john Y., Robert W., James A., and Jacob A. 
Nancy Sarah was born later at the homestead. 

The family came down the Ohio River and 
up the Wabash by boat to Lafayette where they 
spent the first winter with relatives. George, 
the father, then set out in the spring of 1847 to 
locate a spot to settle. Being a cattleman he 
was searching for a place with an abundance of 
water for cattle. He found his ideal spot, which 
also had a spring and some timber, on the east 
side of Carpenter Creek on which the town of 
Remington was later laid out on the west side. 
He returned to Lafayette for his family and 
built a log cabin. in 1847. A new frame house was 
built in 1851 which with later additions is still 
standing and is now probably the oldest habitable 
structure in the community. 

Two sons, James A. and Jacob A., enlisted 
in the Union Army during the Civil War. Jacob 
A. was captured by the Confederates and im- 
prisoned in Andersonville Prison.

The Alter Family 


The Alter family originated in Germany 
»near Hesse Darmstadt. In 1753 Jacob Alter, who 
was born in 1740, came to America with his 
|brothers and settled in Cumberland County, 
/Pennsylvania. Here John Alter, Sr. was born in 
1771. He had three children, Joseph, Esther, and 
John, Jr., born in 1801. 


John, Sr. died in 1834 and Rev John Alter, 
|Jr. came to Indiana in 1835 and settled near 
‘Indianapolis. Later he moved to Clinton County. 
The land there was heavily timbered, and hav- 
ing heard about the prairie land to the north, 
in 1844 he sent his two sons with two yoke of 
‘oxen to findit. They found a beautiful spot on 
the bank of a small creek in Jasper County. They 
unloaded their plows, put in a crop of wheat, and 
‘then returned home. The next year they came 
again and built a sod shanty. 

In 1846, Rev. John Alter, who was married 
\three times and had eighteen children from 


these marriages, came with his family to their 
prairie home and bought the land from the 


Stone House built in 1858 by the family 


government for $1.25 an acre. They built a log 
house. Here Lewis Atler, one of the eighteen, 
was born in 1851. 

In the 1850’s they decided to build a stone 
house as the stone was on the ground and 
plentiful. The house was completed in 1858. Chris 
Alter, son of Lewis Alter, still lives in the original 
stone building northwest of Remington.

Fountain Park Chautauqua is one of the 
very few organizations of its kind in existence 
and having originated in 1895 is probably the 
oldest. A complete annual program has been 
presented each year without interruption con- 
tributing to the culture of the community. 
Programs have always been of high religious, 
educational, and entertaining standards. 

The grounds are located ina _ beautiful 
wooded tract about one mile Northwest of 
Remington in a area which was once inhabitat- 
ed by the Shawnee and Kickapoo Indian tribes 
and later by white men,particularlytrappers and 
traders, to which it afforded rest and protec- 
tion. 

The organization has always operated on a 
non-profit basis supported by the community as 
a whole, particularly civic minded people who 
through the years have contributed time and 
money to its operation. As older people would 
lay down the torch, so to speak, younger ones 
would pick it up and carry on its noble and 
glorious past tradition. 

In 1959 a new tabernacle was constructed 
which provided better seating, vision, lighting 

| and stage facilities, replacing the old structure 
which had served its purpose so well for sixty 
five years. Also located on the grounds is a 
hotel with thirty rooms, which are rented for 
the period of the chautauqua where meals are 
served to all who desire them, a pavilion where 
individuals, particularly younger people, gather 
for social activities and about fifty privately 
owned cottages. An art colony is an important 
and successful function of the chautauqua. Also 
constructed in 1959 replacing the old ticket 
office and entrance is a new and modern stone 
structure which adds greatly to the appearance 
of the grounds. 

U. S. Senator John J. Ingalls opened the 
very first session of the chautauqua in 1895 
with his famous lecture “The Perils of the Re- 
public” since which time many prominent per- 
sons have appeared, among them William 
Jennings Bryan and Billy Sunday. Edward 
DeWitt Jones was at one time platform man- 
ager. He was later president of the Federal 
Council of Churches. 

During the early years of the chautauqua 
transportation was provided entirely by horse 
drawn vehicles. At one time special trains ran 
from Logansport picking up passengers at 
various towns along the way. Since the advent 
of automobiles this means of transportation

The public library is another institution ~ 
which has a distinct educational value, and it 
is largely the creation of the women of Reming- 
ton. It. was through the efforts of the Federa- 
tion of Clubs, an association organized for civic 
improvement by five of the social and study 
clubs of Remington, that the movement for a 
public library began. A library committee, ap- 
peinted from the Federation to conduct the 
campaign, planned each step in accordance 
with the state library laws, with the guidance of

the Public Library Commission. A canvass of the 
town yielded twice the number of subscriptions 
necessary. At the same time sufficient gifts of 
books and money were received so that main- 
tenance of the library was made possible until 
it could come into the benefits of the justified 
levy. 

A library room was set up in the north 
recom of what is now the Howard Furniture 
Store. A large portion of the school library was 
moved to the public library and books were 
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| 


_ also obtained from the State Traveling Library. 
| The management of the library was then 
; transferred from the committee to the legally 
| appointed library board. The first meeting of 
| this board was held on May 14, 1913. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected: Rev. J. B. McNary, 
president; Mr. L. G. Wesley, vice-president; Mrs. 
Lola Robinson, secretary; and Mr. Fern Lough, 
treasurer. The first librarian was Miss Louise 
_ Hartman and the library was opened to the 
public on June 1, 1913, for two afternoons and 
one evening of each week. A library tax was 


fort of a site committee appointed from the 
three boards, a building lot was chosen. The 
Federation of Clubs contributed largely to the 
purchase fund. An architect was employed by 
the library trustees; plans were agreed upon 
which were submitttd to and accepted by the 
Carnegie Corporation. Contracts for the build- 
ing were let in September, 1915, and it‘ was 
completed and formally dedicated on May 30, 
1916. Miss Shearer served as librarian until 
September, 1957, when Mrs. Janet Daily accept- 
ed the position. Miss Mollie continued as as- 
sistant until her death in December, 1958. At 
that time the following resolution was placed in 
the permanent record: Whereas, for forty-four 
years Miss Mollie Shearer served faithfully and 
devotedly in the Remington and Carpenter 
Township Public Library, and fostered a love of 
books and reading in the hearts of countless 
residents in the community, be it hereby re- 
solved that the members of the library board 
acknowledge their appreciation of the services 
of this gentle and dedicated lady. 

Under the leadership of Mrs. Daily, the 
library continues its contribution to the com- 
munity.

History of Remington Schools 


The first day school that was ever taught 
in Remington was in the winter of 1863-64. The 
school term then was’ of only three months’ 
duration, and only one teacher was employed ta 
teach the entire school. Then only four or five 
branches (all common branches) were taught. 
Only six branches were taught in the first so- 
called high school, and these were all taught 
in one small room. In 1870 an addition was built 
to the schoolhouse, and the school was then 
graded and three teachers were employed. This 
was accomplished about the time the town of 
Remington was incorporated. Up to 1870 the 
school was merely a township school and under 
the control of the trustee of CarpenterTownship, 
Mr. Thomas Lamborn, 


George W. Hascall taught 
the first public school in Rem- 
ington in 1863; Mr. James 
Welsh, the second term in 1864; 
Felix Donnelly, the third term 
which commenced in the latter 
part of 1865 and closed in 1866; 
George W. Hascall, 1867; James 
Welsh, 1868. In 1867, the public 
school had grown too big to be 
handled by one teacher so the 
trustee Mr. Lamborn, divided 
it and made two schools, the 
teachers being John Fisher and 
Addie Hulbert. Fisher was succeded by Miss 
Eliza Parker who taught what was known as the 
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‘| Remington Primary School. The older children 


were taught by Miss Hulbert. Miss Parker was 
succeded by Miss Clara Williams in the fall 
and winter of 1869-1870. Miss M. P. Bolles was 
the first principal in 1870. 

This is a partial record of the first ten 
terms of schools taugit in the town of Reming- 
ton. The absence of school records for Carpenter 
Township is due to the’ fact that they were 
destroyed by fire at the time of the destruction 
of the Hathaway building in about 1881. The 
township records at that time were kept in the 
office of Harper W. Snyder, attorney, who had 
his office in the Hathaway building. 

Prior to the year 1862, each township in the 
State of Indiana was required to have three 
township trustees. Previous to the organization 
of Carpenter Township, Jordan ‘Township, of 
which Carpenter was a part, had as trustees 
John Jordan, Eleazer Lamson, and Thomas 
Lamborn. In 1862 the legislature passed a law 
authorizing the election of only one man in 
each township as trustee. The first man elected 
to Carpenter Township was Thomas Lamborn, 
who served two years. Those following were 
Felix R. Donnelly, Thomas Lamborn, William 
Irwin, Lamborn, James F. Irwin, Dr. S. C. Max- 
well James E. Irwin, O. M. Vickery, and Willia 
Roadifer. This is a list of trustees from 1862- 
1894. 

By this time there were eleven school dis- 
tricts in Carpenter Township plus the Reming- 
ton town school. The average daily pay for 
teachers was $2.23 for males and $1.76 for 
females. The total number of pupils admitted 
to the schools was 331. The length of the school 


term had risen to 814 months. In the spring of 
1889, bonds were issued and contracts let to 
Smith, Landon, and Co of Kokomo, Indiana, for 
the construction of a new school building for

the town of Remington, the contract price being 
$11,500.00. The building was completed and 
ready for classes about September 15, 1889. This 
building is still used by the lower six grades of 
the Carpenter Township Schools. In January of 


1926, proceedings were started to build a new 
school and repair the old. Bonds were let in 
the sum of $105,000.00 and plans were also made 
to consolidate, transferring all country schools 
to the town schools. The new building was com-

pleted and ready for use starting in the fall of 
1927. These buildings are the ones now in use

\ shop rooms and for a commodious music room,

trustee in 1960. Since 1940 the Remington school 
) has been a member of the North Central As- 
» sociation of Colleges and Secondary Schools. The 
» high school holds a first class commission and 
_ the grade school, a continuous commission. In 
nine of the last ten years the school has had 
an unqualified recommendation, the highest 
rating possible. At the present time, with 
Donald D. Utter as principal, a staff of twenty- 
one teachers serves an enrollment of 290 in 
| grades 1-6 and 152 in grades 7-12. 


The Remington High School Band was 
founded and organized by its present director, 
| Robert B. Shearer. With the help of perserver- 
| ing Music Boosters Club, the band has develop- 
‘ ed into a group of 82 players with the instru- 
' mentation of a symphonic band. This group, 
with the help of the community, has also pro- 
vided the band with their black and gold uni- 
forms which add much to their personal ap- 
pearance. 

The Club has added many of the costly and 
| unusual instruments to the band and has pro- 
| vided them with many other needs, such as 
permanent type stands, etc. 

The band has ranked high in contest work 
having won 15 First Divisions in district contests 
/ and 13 First Divisions in State competiton. This 
year the band particularly distinguished itself by 
| winning a perfect score of 7 points from all 4 
of the judges (including the sight reading) in 
| the State contest. 

The band has many activities through the 
year such as: Armistice Day, Soy Bean Broad- 
cast, Purdue Band Day, Christmas Concert, Solo 
and Ensemble contest, Spring Concert, Basket- 
ball Shows, Commencement, Memorial Day, etc. 


History of Gilboa School 


The territory now known as Gilboa Town- 
ship was organized as a school township in 
January, 1850. A Stephen Cheadle opened a 
school in an abandoned cabin in the same 
year. Students were from two families and con- 
sisted of four boys and ten girls ranging in age 
from five ta twenty-one years. In the next few 
years more families moved into the territory 
and became interested in schools for their 
children. Consequently a new frame building 


was built and in the winter of 1853-54 a six 
week’s term was held for eleven boys and 
thirteen girls. The teacher received $1.374% per 
day. 

More families continued to move into the 
township and by 1890 there were ten one-room 
schools scattered over the township. Daniel 
Fraser, who taught the, McCullough School 


stated that if the little boys got restless or too

noisy, he merely had some of the bigger boys 
raise the nearest window and drop them out for 
some fresh air. 

With several grade schools, the community 
began to develop an interest in high school, and 
shortly after 1900 a high school building was 
erected at a cost of $4,000.00 The first class 
graduated in 1904. 

As the population of the township increased, 
there was a need for more room. Trustee Sheedy 
had plans drawn for a new building and in 1916 
the south half of the present building was 
erected, this being a consolidated school of 
grades one through twelve. In 1922 the remain- 
der of the one-room schools were closed and the 
buildings were sold and disposed of 

As our community continued to grow, there 
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Remington Phone 15 Indiana 
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| was a need for still more room. In 1926 Trustee 
Ira Forry had plans drawn and several class- 
rooms and the gymnasium were added. This 
constitutes our present building. 

In the 1940’s we had an enrollment of as 
many as 155 pupils. Now our enrollment is on 
the decline and averages about 125 pupils per 
year. Our largest graduating class had sixteen 
and our smallest, in 1944, just two girls. 


History of Sacred Heart School 


Sacred Heart School was opened in Septem- 
ber, 1903. The first church, built in 1875, was 
moved across the street and converted into a 
school at a cost of $1500.00. Father Berg obtain- 
ed four Sisters of St. Francis to teach. Sister 
Mary Theodora was the first Mother Superior 
of the school. 

There was an enrollment of 73 children the 
first year, many of them coming from a long 
distance. The following September, 1904, ar- 
rangements were made for 25 children to board 
at the school. Two dormitories were arranged 
above the classrooms. Many of the children 
were from the Wolcott area of the parish. Others 
boarded in private homes. These children were 
brought to school by horse and buggy on Monday 
morning, and returned home Friday evening. 
In later years, one girl of the school boarded 
the train at Wolcott and commuted back and 
forth each day. 

In 1952, the school was remodeled into the 
present structure as you see it today, with three 
classrooms accomodating the first eight grades. 
The present Sisters are: Sister Mary Egwina, 
Superior; Sister Mary Bernetta and Sister Mary 
Francisca, of the Poor Sisters of St. Francis, 
under the direction of Father Holland. 

Due to the shortage of Sisters, they are 
without the services of a cook and housekeeper. 
This fall the school will be without services of 
the third nun and a lay teacher will be sub- 
situted. Another change, during this. the 
centennial year, will be a change of Habits for 
the Sisters, the first such change in years. 

Many of the children who were the first en- 
rollees in Sacred Heart School are in the 


vicinity today. Some of these are: Edna (Sigo) 
Nesius, of the first graduating class of Sacred 
Heart School; John Shea; Henry Bilile; Louise 
Risch; the Sigos; Dluzaks; Tom Porter’s child- 
ren; Mike Meehan; the Hardebecks; the Byron 
family; and many others. 


The Methodist Church 


The first Methodist Protestant church 
was organized in 1849, at Alter’s Grove, about 
four miles Northwest of Remington. This was 
accomplishment of the Rev John Alter. 

The First Methodist Episcopal church was 
built in 1870 by George B. Clark, a well known 
contractor. Rev. Hillary Gobin was the Mini- 
ster, who dedicated the church in the fall of the 
year. The church was noted for its high steeple, 
excellent choir and fine organ. The House of 
Worship opened its doors to its flock at the West. 

The cost of the church was around $6,000. 
In 1874 a parsonage was built on the corner of 
New York street and second south street. 

During a period of thirty years before the 
turn of the century a total of eighteen ministers 
filled the pulpit. In 1880 the Trustees were John 
E. Hollett. Albert Bellows, Thomas J. Turpin, 
Augustine Morris and Henry Walker, all mem- 
bers of long standing. 

In 1914 pledges were 
taken for money to 
build a new church, and 
in the spring of 1916 
work of tearing down 
the old church began. 
The new church was 
dedicated on July 1, 
1917 under the efficient 
leadership of Dr. Parr 
and Dr McKensie, and 
the Pastor, Rev. War- 
riner. 

Trustees of the church 
at this time were W. L. 
Gumm, J. A. Washburn, 
L. W. Hunt, C. B. Johns- 
ton, H. L. Williams,

In October, 1867, a young man just out of 
Western Theological Seminary, Pittsburgh, was 
called as the first regular pastor. 

Between 1871 and 1875 Rev. J. B. Crowe 
served two pastorates. Rev. Crowe was one of 
the founders of Hanover College. During this 
time 53 members were added to the church 
membership. The church, now in use for 20 
years, was remodeled during this time. Rev. J. 
L. Foster served until his death the following 
year. Between the years of 1892-1896 the 
pastorate of Rev. G. V. McKee, the Christian 
Endeavor was organized. 

During the pastorate of Rev. E. H. Bull the 
present building was erected at a cost of $11,000. 
A very impressive service marked the laying of 
the cornerstone on Sept. 14, 1913. Dedicatory 
services were held June 14, 1914, by Dr. Edgar P. 
Hill of McCormick Theological Seminary. 

Rev. J. G. Rhind, 1918, organized a children’s 
department in the Sunday School, a town Boy 
Scout Troop, and a plan of holding a family 
social meeting monthly. During the pastorate of 
Rev. Wm. Yeisley, until 1924, The Men’s Brother- 
hood and Teacher Training was held. 

On February 5, 1928 Grant Mason came to 
the church as a student pastor. He was ordain- 
ed and installed as pastor April 11, 1930. 

Rev. John Henry served the church until 
1936. He was stricken in the pulpit as he finished 
his sermon Sunday morning, October 25, and 
died the following day. His death was a great 
loss to the congregation and to the community. 

On January 1, 1944, O Dixon Poe, student 
pastor, united with Methodist Christian Church- 
es in conducting Vacation Bible school each year. 
During Rev. Poe’s ministry, Mrs. Fred Peck was 
chosen as Recording Secretary of Logansport 
Presbyterial and through her efforts and the 
help of Rev. and Mrs. Poe, the Missionary and 
Industrial Societies united to form the Presby- 
terian Women’s Association. Rev. Poe resigned 
on December 31, 1948, when he went to Paggett, 
Arkansas. 

Rev. Leon DeForest served from December 
1948 until October 28, 1951. During this time new 
steps were made, windows r€paired, church re- 
decorated and floors refinished. Rev. DeForest

In April, Rev. Cecil Atkinson came from 
Jnion Mills, Indiana, to serve the church. He 
was installed as regular paster on April 8, 1956, 
350on after their arrival the Women’s Associa- 
jion observed its tenth anniversary honoring 
‘he presidents of that period: Mrs. O. D. Poe, 
Mrs. Lowell Gilbert, Mrs. Ronald Armstrong, 
Mrs. Edna Goss, and Mrs. Chester Biddle. In 
Yanuary Mrs. Clifford Zimmerman became 
President of the Presbyterian Woman’s organi- 
tation. Mrs Bruce Ashby was elected in Septem- 
per, 1959. 

During Rev. Atkinson’s pastorate the Pres- 
oyterian church and the United Presbyterian 
Church in North America united under the 
name “The United Presbyterian Church in the 
bis.A.”’ 

It is impossible to name all of the faithfut 
men and women who have labored as church 
nfficials, officers of the Women’s and Young 
People’s work, Sunday School officers and

The First Christian Church 


In June, 1869, J. H. McCullough began a 
protracted meeting in the old Presbyterian 
church as this was the only church in Reming- 
ton at the time. It was later transferred to 
Chappels Grove which was located where the 
newer school building now stands, and in in- 
clement weather to the schoolhouse which was 
a one story building on the corner of the 
block west of the original brick schoolhouse 
grounds. On the last Lord’s day of this meeting 
the First Christian Church of Remington was 
organized with sixteen charter members. Dur- 
ing the remainder of this year irregular preach- 
ing was done by different ministers and com- 
munion and prayer services were held in the 
home. 


1870 te 1899 


In the. following January of 1870 another 
- meeting was held and several more added to 
the church. Baptism was administered in the 
north of Robert May’s Grove and ice a foot 
thick was cut for that purpose. The old churcn 


building was erected that year. These are the 
names of men who ministered in this church: 
S. M. Conner, S. M. Houston, W. B. Hendryx 
John Ellis (the white Pilgrim), H. G. Leonard, 
W. R. Love, Wm. Kraft, John Wintgen, L.. C. 
Warren, John Paul Robinson, Dr. Rodman, and 
Chas. W. Cooper. J. D. Carson was pastor from 
1893 to 1901, preaching in both the old and the 
new churches. S. M. Conner, the first pastor, 
also preached at Gilboa, Union Center, and 
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\Denton’s Grove and held protracted meetings, 
these beng called mission points at this time. 
They ripened into the church at Bethany which 
shrough the years has been a light to that 
sommunity. 

- In 1898 the old brick building was torn down 
and the present brick structure erected, 
varpenter work being under supervision of 
Summons Brothers. A souvenir edition of the 
Remington Press with Miss Stella Griffin as 
editor was published, the proceeds to be used 
for the church building fund. Frank Babcock 
was the publisher, being editor and publisher of 
she Press at that time. Miss Stella did not 
‘ive to see the new church dedicated. A window 
n the east side of the church is a memorial to 
aer. During the building of the new church, 
services were conducted down town in Ex- 
shange Hall (now the second floor of the 
doward furniture building). In the spring of 1899 
she new church was dedicated by Rev. L. L. 
Carpenter. At} this time the congregation 
aumbered 125, 88 of them coming in during the 
time Rev. J. D. Carson had been there from 
1893. 

At this time the basement had not been 
finished so in a few years the: Ladies Aid Society, 
with Mrs. C. H. Peck, President; Mrs Sam Bow- 
man, Secretary; and Mrs. George Cummons, 
Treasurer; took the responsibility of sufficient- 
ly furnishing it to make a suitable place for 
serving the Thanksgiving dinner to the public. 
This dinner was an annual custom for over 
fifty years. Also a place for social gatherings 
and rooms for the primary and intermediate 
departments of the Sunday School was provid- 
ed. In October, 1890, the Young People’s So- 
ciety of Christian Endeavor was organized by 
(Miss Mary Johnson and Miss Agnes Welsh, who 
for many years was a Remington resident and 
member of this church and was sent as a dele- 
gate to San Francisco to the international 
Christian Endeavor Convention. 

Fountain Park Assembly was launched by 
Robert Parker in 1895. He was a_ charter 
member of this church and bore the expenses of 
the Assembly until a stock company was formed 
in 1898. For nine sessions, from 1916-1925, the 
Ladies Aid Society, under the leadership of Mrs. 
(Martha Griffith had charge of the hotel at 
‘Fountain Park. Fifty cents was the highest price 
‘charged for meals and for the first three years 
‘thirty-five cents. 

In 1943 the Women’s Council was formed 
which combined the Women’s Missionary So- 
ciety and the Ladies Aid Society into one or- 
ganization. Officers were Mrs. Keith Spencer, 
‘President; Mrs Mabelle Boicourt, Vice President; 
iMrs. George Lucterhand, Secretary; and Mrs. 
Ollie Howard, Treasurer. This organization is 
mow called the Christian Women’s Fellowship. 

Following are names of ministers who have 
‘served in our present church: J. D. Carson, T. G. 
‘Freed, S. M. Rogers, G. Devol, E. Miller, R. O. 
Wickam, H. Randel Lookabill, J. F. Ashley, T. 


Congle, Fred Sheetz, A. C. Tharp, Lee Tinsley, H.

Whitehouse, and S. R. Aldrich. The old parson- 
age was installed in 1921 and Rev. Sheetz was 
the first to occupy it. 

Omer E. Collins came to be 
pastor in September, 1948, and 


is here at the present time, 
Through the fine Christian 
leadership of Mr. and Mrs. 


Collins, the church has made 
splendid progress. Membership 
has increased and many im- 
provements have been made to 
the church building. Major im- 
provements are as follows: the 
Rev. Collins front of the sancutary was re- 
built, including a Jordan River scene in the 
baptistry hand painted by the artist, Mrs. Fern 
Lough; the interior of the church was redeco- 
rated; a new oil heating system was installed; 
new rooms were added in the basement for a 
nursery and classrooms; and a modern parson- 
age was erected on the lot west of the church 
in 1958. Through the men’s organization in the 
church, their farm project, work, and splendid 
cooperation much of the work was accomplished. 

In 1957, in memory of past members an 
amplified record player was purchased which 
broadcasts beautiful hymns from the church 
tower at intervals. To add to’ the beautiful 
music in the church, a Baldwin organ was in- 
stalled in December, 1959. Music is well said to 
be the speech of angels. 


Sacred Heart Church 


In the year 1860 a few Catholics had settl- 
ed in the vicinity of Carpenter Station. Be- 
cause they were so_ scattered there was no 
church for services. A missionary, Father Joseph 
Stephan, who resided at the old Indian school. 
eleven miles north, heard of these Catholic 
families, and began regular visits to assemble 
them for Mass which was held in one of the 
farm houses. Father Stephan continued these 
visits for about ten years, going to different 
homes where all could assemble. 

In 1869 the name of Carptenter Station had 
been changed to Remington and the village in- 
corporated as a town under that name. In 1870 
Father Anthony Messman, pastor of the Kent- 
land Church, was instructed by the Most Rever- 
end Bishop, to establish a Mission in Remington. 
Holy Mass was offered every two weeks in the 
home of Mr. Timothy O’Connor who lived in the 
western part of town. Father August Young, 
pastor of the Catholic Church at Rensselaer, 
came to the home of John Eck, eight miles 
nothwest of town where he offered Holy Mass 
at intervals, assisting Father Messman in caring 
for his charges. For five years these two priests 
served twenty five families who resided in what 
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is now the limits of Sacred Heart Parish of 
Remington. In 1875 Father Messman was in- 
structed to build a Church and establish a 
parish in Remington. Three lots were purchas- 
ed in block one of the original plat of the town. 
Work began immediately and within a short 
time, a frame structure, 25x75 was built. The 
new parish was dedicated as St John’s parish. 
One year later the Most Reverend Bishop ap- 
pointed the Franciscan Fathers to take charge, 
appointing Father John Wellinghoff, O.F.M. 
who continued as pastor until 1879. 

In 1881 Father John B. Shroeder O.F.M. was 
appointed pastor and under his direction the 
Sanctuary and Sacristies were added to the 
Original church. The congregation had increas- 
ed to forty families. A resident pastor, Father 
John Werdelin was appointed in 1883. Immedi- 
ately the members of the parish built a home 
for their new pastor. 

In 1893 Father John Berg was appointed 
pastor. With the increased size of the parish the 
church could no longer acomodate the parish- 
oners. So in 1899 Father Berg broke ground for 
the present church. The cornerstone was laid in 
1900 and the building completed in 1901. Per- 
mission was granted by the Bishop to dedicate 
the new church to the Sacred Heart of Jesus, 
hence the name of the parish was changed 
from St. John to the Sacred Heart parish. 

The old frame building that had been the 
church was then moved across the street, and 


in 1903 became a parochial school. 

In 1905 Father Berg was _ succeeded by 
Father George Horstman until 1910 when he 
was suceeded by Father John Scmitz who re- 
mained five years. 

In 1925 FatherJoachim Baker was appointed 
pastor, remaining seventeen years. 

In 1932 Father James M. Fitzgerald succeed- 
ed Father Baker. During his pastorate an addi- 
tion was built onto the school to make a more 
suitable living quarters for the Sisters who 
taught the school. He also had the church re- 
decorated. During Father Fitzgerald’s pastorate 
the diocese of Ft. Wayne was divided and Rem- 
ington was placed in the new diocese of La- 
fayette. Soon thereafter Father Fitzgerald was 
appointed by the Bishop as administrator of St. 
John Parish in Tipton. He was succeeded in 
1945 by Father Leo McHale. 

Father McHale erected a shrine of Our Lady 
of Fatima in the church and effected the re- 
modeling of the school. 


Rev. Holland, 


On October 2, 1952, Father J. Edward Hol- 
land, the present pastor, was appointed to suc~ 
ceed Father McHale, who was appointed Pastor 
of St. Ann’s parish in Lafayette, Indiana. 


During the present pastor’s tenure the in- 
terior of the Rectory, Sisters Convent and the 
Church have all been remodeled and redecorat- 
ed. 1959 saw a complete refurbishing of the in- 
terior of the church. New altars, communion 
rail, kneelers, confessional, baptistry, lighting 
and flooring were installed and a completely 
new decorating scheme carried out by studios of 
Potente under the direction of Father Holland. 

At present time Sacred Heart parish has 
approximately 175 families living in parts of 
Jasper, White, Newton and Benton Counties. 
There are 100 children enrolled in Sacred Heart 
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cehool who are taught by the Sisters of St. 

rancis. Sister M Egwina is the superior as- 
ed by Sister M. Bernetta and Sister M.

Mount Gilboa United Brethern Church 


Mt. Gilboa Evangelical United Brethern 
church, mother church of several other congre- 
gations, is believed to be the oldest church in 
‘Benton County. It is located eight and one- 
falf miles south and west of Remington, on 
the second highest point in the county, 815 feet 
labove sea level. It is half-circled by a cemeter; 
Where many pioneers are buried. 


The Church group was organized in 1815, 
‘with meetings held in the school house until 
‘the church was completed in 1853. The origin- 
‘al members were Ezekiel Lawson, and wife; 
(George Myers and wife; Bennis Wiggins and 
‘wife; Henson Owens and wife, and several 
‘young people. 

| The church’s first building was erected by 
‘an English carpenter, John McDonald, who was 
laided by Cary Eastburn, John Dewey, Thomas 
Johnson, Thomas Boyer, Ezekiel Dawson and 
Joseph DeHart. 

The first building was a frame building, 
jeather-boarded, plastered and shingled. It 
as 40x60 feet and faced south, with a main 
fauditorium and a long hall across the south. 
‘}Seats were in three rows, with a partition thru 
Tithe center of the middle row. Male members 
. ‘entered through the left door, and the women 
fand children through the right side. At the 
Wright and left of the pulpit were two addition- 
fal sections of seats—the Amen corners. It 
/was considered improper for one sex to enter 
‘through the door reserved for the opposite sex. 
|'Tallow candles, set in tin holders, placed on 


posts, furnished light. The candles were usually 
furnished by the Cary Eastburn family. Mrs. 
Booth was to see that an adequate supply of 
holders were on hand each Saturday

Rev. William and Rev. David Brown, circuit 
ministers were the church’s first pastors. 
William Brown was a Bishop § in the United 
Brethern church. His son, William Otterbein 
Brown, was named for Bishop Otterbein who 
was one of the founders of the United Brethern 
church. The town of Otterbein, in Benton 
County, was named for William Otterbein 
Brown. 

Rev. David Brown, 
William Brown, was 
church. 

He was the first owner of what is now 
known as the Newt Atkinson farm, and donated 
three acres of land for Gilboa church and 
cemetery. 

In November 1851, in company with Cary 
Eastburn, Rev. David Brown buried the first 
man in Gilboa cemetery, Mr. C. E. L’Epine, a 
hunter and ‘trapper near the Thomas Eastburn 
place. Gilboa then was a vast badger den. 

In 1870 the early church burned, and ser- 
vices were held the same evening in a school a 
quarter of a mile east. The following summer, 
the church which now stands, was erected. 
Eastburn, Hanson, Owens, Carver, Stanfield, 
Leonard, Hollingsworth, Graham and many 
others hauled lumber from Remington, a journey 
which took the greater part of a day in 1870. 
The new church faced the north. The parti- 
tion which separated the sexes was abandoned, 
kerosene lights replaced the candles. 

That same year a new minister was horrifi- 
ed to learn some prominent members belonged 
to the Masonic Order. There was a clause in 
the church doctrine, at that time, condeming 
all secret societies. The members refused to 
leave their lodge, and after much wrangling 
their names were stricken from the membership 
records. These people formed their own group, 


brother of Bishop 
the founder of Gilboa 


later founding Bethany Chapel. 

In 1870 a circuit was established by the 
Gilboa church, Union Center, Gilboa Center, 
Shiloh and Gilboa church. The preacher's 
family lived at Ephram Sayers on the west edge 
of the circuit, and with Cray Eastburn on the 
east. In 1889 some wished for an organ for the 
church, some were against it, thinking it to be 
wrong. A cottage organ was purchased in 1889 
for the Sunday School to be replaced by a 
Cornish organ in 1890 and a piano (through the 
efforts of Fred Gay) in 1919. 

In 1904 Acetelyne lights were put in. In 1908 
the oak pews were replaced, and 11 years 
later the church completely remodeled. 

In 1959 members of the church finished an 
extensive remodeling program of three addition- 
al classrooms, new furnace, rest rooms, new en- 
trance, storm windows, pulpit, and interior and 
exterior redecorating work. 

In 1946 The United Brethern and _ the 
Evangelical church united, since then Mt. Gilboa 
has been known as the Mt. Gilboa Evangelical] 
United Brethern church. Mt. Gilboa has been 
elected by its denomination to represent a 
typical progressive rural church in a new experi- 
ment in evangelistic and stewardship program- 
ing. The church won the District 3, 1959 Rural 
Church Improvement Contest sponsored by the 
Farm Bureau, Inc. 

Today, in the congregation, there are some 
direct descendants of the church’s first workers. 
Mrs. Belle Moore Sheetz, has come to attend 
the church which her great grandfather David 
Brown founded. Vernice Rhodes Ruasch, her 
brother Orville Rhodes and Mrs. Sharon Booth 
Burgett are the great grandchildren of Carey 
Eastburn.

It was in 1947 that the congregation felt the 
need of a parsonage and bought the McCollough 
school house from Mrs. Frank Lambert. The 
building was moved to the church property and 
remodeled into a modern country home. 

In conclusion, let us pay tribute to the 
memory of former members who gave of their 
time and energy for the welfare of Bethany. 
These members were big hearted and broad 
minded and they worked with untiring efforts 
for the church and were truly a part of Bethany 
Chapel. W. I. McCollough and Frank Lambert 
and their families were among these. We pay 
tribute to all these and especially to the mem- 
ory of those early pioneers who had a vision 
and spirit of worship and made possible the 
present Bethany Chapel Christian Church. 

The present minister of Bethany Chapel is 
Gary Bussmann, graduate of Lincoln Bible Insti- 
tute. Rev. Bussmann is a very capable young 
man carrying on the work of the early church 
leaders in a sincere Christian way. 

Services are held both morning and even- 
ing each Lord’s day with a welcome to all. 


Apostolic Christian Church 


In 1900 the first families of our faith locat- 
ed here coming from Fairbury, Illinois seeking 
cheaper land. Services were held in various 
homes but as more families came the need for 
a meeting place became apparent. John 
Schieler a carpenter by trade and other volun-

teers erected the first building in 1903 which is 
on the site of the present church. In 1910 as 
the families grew a new assembly room was 
added to the original structure. The old build- 
ing was then used as a dining room and Sunday 
School. 

In 1947 the present brick church was built 
with seating capacity of 360 including the 
balcony. The basement area has Sunday 
School rooms and a modern kitchen and dining 
room. The new building was dedicated in May 
1948. The church has an average attendance of 
190 with approximately 85 members and 75 
Sunday School children. The present ministers 
are Samuel Kilgus and Earl Kilgus with Ervin 
Leman of Wolcott serving as elder. Former 
ministers in order of their service were John 
Schieler, Robert Bahler, Carl Baer, Nicholas 
Nussbaum, and Andrew Nussbaum. 


Zion Mennonite Church 


Just before the turn of the century, a smali 
group of persons of traditional Mennonite back- 
ground moved together from central Illinios 
just across Eastern Illinois line into a rich 
central Indiana farming region. As was the 
custom with people of such background they 
soon organized a church, under the leadership 
of Rev. David Augsburger and held regular 
meetings in a schoolhouse in the area. 

An early step in development of the con- 
gregation was the building of a house of wor- 
ship in 1898. This building served the congre- 
gation until last year, when a substantial new 
addition was built and substantial moderniza- 
tion done. 

The new wing is 24x40 ft. in size, which af- 
fords classrooms by use of folding doors and a 
single room for social occassions. Included in 
the new facilities are a kitchen and rest rooms. 
The work on the project was done by men of the 
Congregation. 

Dedication services for the new addition 
were held on Sunday, Sept. 13, 1959, with the 
Dedication message delivered by Rev. R. L. 
Hartzler of Bloomington, Illinois, field secretary 
of the Central District, and the Pastor Rev. 
Dale Schertz was in charge of the dedication 


service, and spoke briefly. 
The congregation, which has a membershi 


of 49, has an active Womens organization, |

PECK FAMILY— 
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Daniel Peck first came to Remington from 
Salem, Indiana, in 1880 and operated a store 
for a time. In 1898 his son, Charles H. Peck, 
established a dry goods store in Remington in 
the building then owned by O. P. Taber which 
is the north room of the present Peck store. In 
this thriving little community farmers for miles 
around came into’ this store to do all their 
trading and spend a happy day visiting.

A grocery 
had been added and among the employees were 
Jim Hamilton, William Beal, Russell Hamilton, 
Vernon Balcom, Clarence Parks, and Ray Milner. 
Mr. Milner was manager of the grocery for 
years. 

In 1927 Mr. Peck, ill only a few days, died 
with pneumonia. The store was then carried 
on by his heirs, Ada Bowman, Laura Spencer, 
and Fred Peck. H. H. Bowman and Keith 
Spencer acted as managers with Fred Peck. At 
the present time Fred Peck and his son John 
have full ownership. 

Mr. Frank L. Peck, druggist, having servea 
his apprenticeship with Briggs and Larsh, be- 
came owner of the drug store in 1898, purchas- 
ing it from Perry Carson. For many years he

around track men and Ray Atkinson was one of _ 
the best weight men, Luce Bartoo and Cleve 
Yeoman were also top notch. 

Bicycle races were held _ too, 
Bartee usually coming in first.

Baseball games were undoubtedly played 
before June 17, 1891, but one of the most mem- 
jorable games was between Remington and 
‘Rensselaer. The visiting team was composed 
‘entirely of Indians who were’ attending St. 
)Joseph College. A fight started during the 
last half of the first inning due to Remington’s 
‘scoring two runs by what the Rensselaer rooters 
‘thought was umpire assistance. Fists and 
‘umbrellas were the weapons used in the fight 
‘between the Rensselaer rooters and some of the 
‘Remington players. None of the Indian 
{players took part in the fight. The outcome of 
ithe game is not recorded, but Remington must 
‘have won the fight and the game 2-0. Mem- 
|bers of Remington’s team were Bert Stiller, 
Captain; Jacob Pefley; Hrnest Hart; George 
Allman; Dan Lyons; W. C. Mittchell; Luther 
|/Patton; Bert Crowe; and Robert Lyons.

State Bank
